The incessant pounding of jackhammers, the bil- 
lowing clouds of dust and smoke and the ever-present 
odor of sewage. Ah, the sweet sounds and smells of 
construction. 

If the GW campus looks vaguely different to 
returning students, it is because parts of the campus 
have been undergoing massive renovation projects 
since the beginning of the summer, with more projects 
planned for the fall, said Roger Lyons, director of facil- 
ities management. 

Lyons said the current renovation of Lisner and 
Stuart halls is directed mainly at improving the safe- 
ty of the buildings and making use of underutilized 
space, which had previously been used for storage. He 
said the fifth floor of the Marvin Center has also been 
renovated to make use of underutilized space. 

The renovation of Lisner Hall entails removing old 
library stacks, which had been used to store “margin- 
ally inactive” books, Lyons said. He said the stacks, 
which took up a sizable portion of four floors in Lisner 


relocated. 

“There was significant demolition (of the stacks) 
while the staff was still in Lisner this summer, but 
they endured the construction with very good grace,” 
Lyons said. 

He said Lisner Hall is currently in the construction 
phase, and four new floors will be built where the 
stacks once stood. When completed, the three build- 
ings facing the University Yard - Bell, Lisner and 
Stuart halls - will be “horizontally communicating,” 
Lyons said. 

He also said the old elevator in Lisner Hall has 
been removed and two larger elevators will be built in 
roughly the same location. Drilling will begin next 
week on the jacking pit for the cylinders which will 
hold the elevators in place, he added. 

Lyons said the Lisner Hall renovation will be com- 
pleted by August 1996, although the elevators will be 
serviceable in January. There will be eight classrooms 
and eight seminar rooms in the stacks area when con- 
struction is completed, he added. 

Lyons said a concurrent renovation project is also 
taking place in Stuart Hall next door. He said the

He 
said Kiwan is attending another 
university, but declined to say 
which one. 

Abhenante said he thought his 
client’s sentence was fair, but he 
still holds a ^udge against the 
University for its decision. 

“(Kiwan) was the least culpable 
of the two, and the judge was 
unlikely to incarcerate him under 
any circumstances,” Abbenante 
said. “I thought the (judicial) sen- 
tence was fair, but I don’t think 
GW’s ruling was fair. GW has 
inhibited his ability to get into 
another school It was too harsh. 

“I think if we had to place all 
professors and administrators 
under oath and ask them if they 
ever tried to (drink alcohol) when 
they were underage, they would 
have to say they did,” Abbenante 
added. 

Sherrill said Johnson has filed a 
written appeal of his expulsion 
with the University. 

Mike Walker, administrator for 
student judicial affairs, said the 
Committee on Judicial System has 
an obligation to review appeals to 
see “if a (ruling) is inappropriate or 
needs a less severe sanction.” 

“The appeal (process) of the 
expulsion from last year has not 
been completed,” Walker said. “It 
will be handled sometime this 
semester.” 

Walker said the committee, 
which consists of nine members of 
the faculty, administration and 
student body, has not met because 
of scheduling conflicts. He also said 
they had to wait until the Student 
Association appointed its three 
representatives. 

While Walker could not com- 
ment explicitly on this case 
because of privacy laws, he 
acknowledged that “it is rare for 
the (ruling) to be overturned 
entirely. To my knowledge, no stu- 
dent has ever been reinstated.”

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Rush decision 


If you’ve noticed a lack of activity among fraternities and sororities 
thus far this year, don’t be alarmed. As a result of negotiations between 
the Panhellenic Association, the Interfraternity Council and the GW 
administration, fall rush has been backed up to the first two weeks of 
October. And while it is encouraging to see the compromise - plans were 
to allow only one rush a year, in the spring - Greek-letter organizations 
may be caught wondering what ulterior motives may be behind the agree- 
ment. 

There are a number of positive reasons to move rush back. The new 
dates - Oct. 1-7 for fraternities and Oct. 10-15 for sororities - give fresh- 
men an extra month to get comfortable in their new surroundings and 
fully explore their options. It levels the playing field for the Greek-letter 
organizations, allowing increased competition and additional time to pre- 
pare for events. Finally, the compromise date has been the result of com- 
munication between Greeks and the administration, something that has 
been sorely lacking in their often-stormy relationship. 

The two weeks chosen are far from perfect, though. Yom Kippur, one of 
the two high holidays in the Jewish calendar year, lands smack dab in the 
middle of the fraternity rush week, covering 'Tuesday and Wednesday. 
Considering the large Jewish population at GW, scheduling a popular and 
important week of campus activities when many students would prefer to 
be at home with their families smacks of insensitivity. 

Sororities have it better, but the long Columbus Day weekend slices a 
day off of their week. In addition, both weeks come on the eve of - and for 
some students during - midterms. Given the University’s proclaimed con- 
cern that rush events may hurt students academically, the scheduling 
makes little sense. 

The compromise could go a long way in soothing hard feelings between 
the administration and Greek-letter organizations. But after several 
years of dwindling support from the University, Greeks have a right to be 
wary of the revised rush. If the number of participants in this year’s rush 
falls from previous years, Panhellenic and IFC will have a legitimate 
right to complain. 

Late comers 


Something had to be done. 'Tuesday night, it finally happened. 

With the massive bombing attacks on Bosnian Serb positions begin- 
ning 'Tuesday night, NATO forces and U.S. troops have finally assumed a 
major role in the seemingly unending war in the Balkans. The biggest 
airstrike in Europe since World War II marks a new chapter in the U.S. 
war effort. And it may mark a new role for NATO in post-Cold War 
Europe. 

The attack, launched by NATO forces manned primarily by U.S. pilots, 
brings two players into the game who previously had wavered in the 
shadows. NATO has played a minimal role in the war up to this point, 
previously only participating in unsuccessful airstrikes on Serb positions. 
The United States, meanwhile, has flip-flopped on the issue, unable to 
reconcile an ever-growing bloodbath with an unwillingness to play global 
cop. For both, it was about time to take stronger measures. The United 
States’ new isolationist bent has looked increasingly lazy in the face of 
increased participation by its allies. And NATO, in limbo for years after 
the collapse of the Communist bloc, was kept largely on the sidelines as 
U.N. efforts repeatedly failed. 

If both NATO and the U.S. want to make a significant effort to stop the 
Serbs, the attacks must not be, as a NATO official told The Washington 
Post, more of “the pinpricks of the past.” Both have become involved in a 
significant battle for the new world order. Both must now follow through.

University officials and repre- 
sentatives of GW’s Greek-letter 
community reached a compromise 
this year which pushes back the 
start of fall rush to the beginning of 
October. 

Instead of taking place during 
the traditional second week of 
classes, fraternity rush will be 
bumped back to Oct. 1-7. Sorority 
rush will then follow from Oct. 10- 
15. 

Interfraternity Council Pres- 
ident Gary Reshefsky said the 
move is a “one-year” experiment, 
depending on whether the number 
of new members in Greek-letter 
groups drops with the new rush 
schedule. If the number does drop, 
Greek-letter representatives and 
University officials will go back to 
the negotiating table. 

“We expect something different” 
if the new system causes member- 
ship to drop, Reshefsky said. 

Reshefsky said the compromise 
was reached after University offi- 
cials suggested moving rush all the 
way back to the beginning of the 
spring semester. Because the IFC 
and the Panhellenic Association 
felt that would be unacceptable, 
the Greek-letter groups and the 
University decided to meet each

Congressional Republicans 
weighed in with their own ideas as 
well, unveiling a plan to save the 
city’s budget that included priva- 
tizing hospitals and nursing 
homes, setting up a commission to 
repair school buildings, slashing 
the pay of District police officers 
and making cuts in federal taxes 
paid by city residents. 

Proponents of the GOP plan, 
including Rep. James Walsh (R- 
N.Y.), chairman of the Washington, 
D.C., appropriations subcommit- 
tee, said the heavy-handed ap- 
proach was necessary because the 
District’s finances are in a state of 
emergency. But Democrats and 
proponents of home rule com- 
plained that the GOP plan placed 
too much decision-making power 
at the congressional level.

In the wake of the 
Oklahoma City bombing, the 
Secret Service at the end of May 
convinced President Clinton to 
close Pennsylvania Avenue to auto- 
mobile traffic between 15th and

fused, but rollerbladers were 
delighted. Clinton has promised to 
turn the area into a pedestrian 
park. But congressional Del.

and GOP presidential front-runner 
Sen. Robert Dole (R-Kan.) said that 
if he were elected, he would consid- 


er reopenihg the street to traffic. 

• Under 17? Past 11 p.m.? 
Watch opt for those curfew 
police. Concerned about the 
amount of crime - especially shoot- 
ings - involving young people. 
District officials in July announced 
that teenagers unaccompanied by 
a guardian would need to be safe 
and sound at home by 11 p.m., 
unless they were going to or from a 


school-sponsored event; driving 
through the District on their way 
to Maryland or Virginia; or “exer- 
cising First Amendment rights.” 
The American Civil Liberties 
Union promptly exercised its First 
Amendment rights, calling the cur- 
few “fascist” and vowing to have its 
constitutionality tested in court. 

• Caps and Bullets are going 
downtown ... maybe. Mayor 
Barry and developer Abe Pollin 
cannot wait to build a brand new 
sports complex downtown near the 
Gallery Place-Chinatown Metro 
station, but they hit some snags 
even after the Senate authorized 
the building of the arena in July. 

The District Council refused to 
authorize the arena deal July 31, 
because 720 city workers would be 
displaced when buildings at 605 
and 613 G St. N.W, are demolished 
to make way for the building. 
Barry wants to move the workers 
into buildings at 1121 Vermont 
Ave. N.W., and 801 North Capitol 
St., but Council members refused 
to approve such a move because 
both buildings are in extremely 
poor condition. 

Barry, Pollin and other backers 
of the arena plan will need to find 
an alternative - or else the Caps 
and the Bullets (or whatever their 
new name will be) will remain in 
Handover, Md.

Willis is on the pay phone, 
talking to his parents. He lived 
away from his Fredericksburg, 
Va., home this summer while 
working at the King’s Dominion 
theme park.

about losing a particular round,” Keller said. “But he 
would always turn that frustration into motivation. 

Keller said Haight was a key contributor on last 
year’s debate team, which finished sixth in the 
nation. He praised Haight for his motivation and 
ability. 

“He was an outstanding researcher,” Keller said. 
“His analytical abilities were among the best on the 
team.” 

Jonathon Lack, a 1992 GW graduate who also 


debated with Haight, remembered his friend as a 
strong and moral person. 

“In the debate world, where everyone always has a 
big ego, he was well rooted,” Lack said from his home 
in Richmond, Va. 

Lack said Duke has scheduled a memorial cere- 
mony for Haight on Thursday. Haight’s parents will 
attend the service, after which the law school will 
plant a tree in his honor.

Law prof, backs smoking actions 


GW law professor John Banzhaf played an impor- 
tant role in the implementation of two federal anti- 
smoking measures this summer. 

First, the lawsuit Banzhaf filed on behalf of his 
anti-smoking organization, Action on Smoking 
Health, served as the basis of a recent presidential 
proposal. President Clinton proposed a comprehen- 
sive program for the Food and Drug Administration 
to begin regulating cigarettes. 

The tobacco industry responded to the action with 


court complaints stating that ASH’s “carefully orches- 
trated public relations campaign” inspired the action, 
according to a press release. 

Another complaint filed by Banzhaf also con- 
tributed to the U.S. Justice Department’s decision to 
force Phillip Morris to remove stadium billboards vis- 
ible on television. Banzhaf’s complaint said they con- 
stituted “hidden commercials,” the release stated.

GW volleyball gunning for 'Sweet 16’

GW volleyball head coach Susie 
Homan is still angry. 

She is bitter that her team had 
to face the top-ranked, undefeated 
University of Nebraska in last 
year’s NCAA Tournament. 

Yet she and her team are fun- 
neling their anger into an energy 
they hope will drive them farther 
in this year’s tournament than the 
past two years. 

In each of those campaigns, the 
Colonial Women lost second round 
matches to top seeds. Two years 
ago against Long Beach State 
University, the thrill for GW was 
just making the tournament. 

Last year, however, the Colonial 
Women thought their 31-3 record 
was good enough for a seeding with 
an easier path to a berth in the cov- 
eted third round, the “Sweet 16.” 

“The ‘Sweet 16’ is realistic if we 
don’t get seeded against a number 
one seed,” Homan said. “If we get 
seeded against a number one, we 
can still achieve that goal, but 
obviously it would be a lot harder. 
Anytime you set a goal that high, 
everything has to be in place.” 

The Colonial Women recognize 
the work required to achieve such 



an endeavor, but they are not with- 
out their distractions. Senior out- 
side hitter Svetlana Vtyurina last 
season became just the 20th player 
in NCAA history to record 2,000 
career kills, the volleyhall measure 
of offensive power. 

This season, she is on pace to 
set the all-time record. 

In addition, starting setter Kate 
Haubenreich will miss at least two 
weeks with a back injury. This has 
thrust fifth-year senior Khuong Ta 
back into the position she abdicat- 
ed due to a knee injury two years 
ago as the starter. 

While Ta made contributions to 
last season’s Atlantic 10 champi- 
onship team with solid defense and 
passing skills, she has not been the 
regular setter since the first month 
of the 1993 season. 

Homan said it “seems like a life- 
time” since Ta’s injury catapulted 
Haubenreich into the starting line- 
up. Haubenreich responded by 
running the A-lO’s leading offense 
with crisp setting and helping 
guide the team to two consecutive 
conference titles and two trips to 
the tournament. 

The Colonial Women are also 
dealing with the loss of its seniors, 
particularly Liu Li and Liz Martin. 
Both performed at a level that 
newcomers will find difficult to 
match. 

“You just can’t replace people 
like (Li) and Liz Martin,” Homan 
said. “I don’t expect people to come 
in and fill those shoes, just to make 
their own identity.” 

The team’s new faces include a 
larger than usual freshman class of 
seven. While Homan said she 
expects all to play, Megan Korver is 
likely to make the biggest contri- 
bution. 

“Megan has a very physical 
presence,” Homan said. “She can 
be a dominating force. That’s some- 
thing we don’t have in the middle. 
Our middles have played more of a

blocking role in the past. Now 
they’ll be asked to play more of an 
attacking role as well.” 

Korver, from Lincoln, Neb., is 
familiar with GW’s tournament 
nemesis. She attended volleyball 
camps with the Lady Cornhuskers 
and said she knows the team well. 
One of her personal goals is to beat 
Nebraska when GW visits the 
school for a tournament in late 
September. 

“I’ve been working hard for a 
starting position,” Korver said. 
“Even if I don’t start, I know I’ll 
play. There’s no pressure from my 
teammates. When I’m playing, I’m 
playing for the team.” 

The other key for GW’s middle 
game is junior blocker Anna 
Krimmel. She went from a nonde- 
script freshman year to take the 
nation by storm last season, finish- 
ing 12th in the nation in blocking. 


GW is the consensus pick to win 
the A-10 once again this year. 
While the Colonial Women are not 
overlooking the importance of suc- 
cess within the conference, they 
are poised to leave a mark on the 
country. 

After last season’s disappoint- 
ing seeding, which was a mark of 
nationwide disrespect toward East 
Coast volleyball, the Colonial 
Women still feel they have some- 
thing to prove. 

The stunning performance 
against Nebraska in last season’s 
tournament opened some critics’ 
eyes, but GW must knock off a top 
seed to quiet the skeptics. 

“The word was out across the 
country that it was a great volley- 
ball match,” Homan said. “Next 
year, when (the selection commit- 
tee) goes to the table, they’re going 
to talk about us a little bit longer.”
